Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  Andover  Borough  for  the  year  1968. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Borough  continues,  the 
population  now  being  23,510  - an  increase  of  1,630. 

With  the  exception  of  measles,  there  has  been  no  significant  outbreaks 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  Vaccination  against  measles  began  in  May,  but  as 
supplies  were  short,  it  was  limited  to  children  under  7 years  at  first. 

Infective  hepatitis  was  made  notifiable  over  the  whole  country  in 
June.  It  is  thought  this  disease  is  on  the  increase.  Not  a lot  is  known 
about  its  causation  and  mode  of  spread  and  it  is  hoped  more  will  be  learnt 
about  it. 

A new  programme  of  immunisation  of  children  was  introduced  during  the 
year.  Although  under  it,  children  will  be  older  before  they  are  completely 
protected,  it  is  thought  that  the  new  scheme  will  give  a more  complete 
protection. 

During  the  year,  Mr  D.  King  was  promoted  to  the  new  post  of  Deputy 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  Mr  P.  Yates,  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  left  us  for  Zambia  at  the  end  of  March,  and  Mr  C.  Soffe,  having 
passed  his  finals,  replaced  him  in  August, 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
staff  of  both  his  and  my  departments  for  their  help  in  the  compilation 
of  this  report.

Still  Births 


There  were  8 still-births  in  1968,  all  in  legitimate  births.  This  gave  a 
still  birth  rate  of  14.0  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births.  In  1967  the 
rate  was  15.3,  in  1966  13.2,  16.6  in  1965  and  9.9  in  1964. 

The  rate  for  England  & Wales  in  1968  was  14.0  and  for  the  Administrative 
County  of  Hampshire  12.0. 

Infant  Deaths 

Nine  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year  died  in  1968  in  Andover  Borough.  Of 
these  five  died  in  the  first  week  of  life,  two  more  between  1 and  4 weeks,  and 
the  remaining  two  did  not  survive  until  their  first  birthday.

The  number  of  legitimate  infant  deaths  under  1 year  per  1,000  legitimate 
live  births  was  13*3.  In  1965  this  rate  was  29. 4,  in  1966  it  was  38.4  and 
in  1967  it  was  20.6.

This  is  shown  as  the  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  under  1 year  per 
1,000  illegitimate  live  births  and  for  1968  was  50.0.  In  1965  the  rate  was 

29.4,  in  1966  it  was  38.4  and  in  1967  it  was  33.3. 

neonatal  hortality  Rate 

This  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  4 weeks  of  age  per  1,000  live  births 
and  for  1968  was  12.0  compared  with  rates  of  22,6  for  1964,  16.9  for  1965, 

8.9  for  1966,  and  11.6  for  1967.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  12.3. 

Early  Neonatal  hortality  Rate 

This  rate,  which  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  1 week  of  age  per  1,000 
live  births,  was  8.8  compared  with  rates  of  20.1  for  1964,  12.1  for  1965, 

8.9  for  1966  and  11.6  for  1967.  For  England  and  Wales  in  1968  the  ra.te  was 

10.5. 

Perinatal  hortality  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 week  and  still  births  combined 
per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  was  22.5  in  1968.  It  was  30.2  in  1964,  . 
28.5  in  1965,  21.9  in  1966  and  26.8  in  1967.  In  England  & Wales  in  1968  the 
rate  was  25.0. 

Paternal  I mortality  Rate 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  in  Andover  Borough, 
consequently  the  internal  Mortality  Rate  was  zero.  In  1966  and  1967  the  rate 
was  also  zero.

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The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  Borough  was  251, 
(male.-  133;  female  - 118).  Thirty  one  of  these  occurred  under  the  age  of 
54  years;  140  deaths  were  in  people  of  75  ana  over. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  caused  93  deaths  or  37.1$  of  all  deaths. 

Ischaemic  Heart  disease,  with  49  deaths,  caused  16.7$  of  the  total 
number. 

Cerebrovascular  Disease,  causing  38  deaths,  accounted  for  15.1$  of  the 
total. 

Disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  caused  147  deaths  or 
58.6$  of  the  total. 

Cancer  of  all  types  caused  36  deaths,  i.e.  14*3$  of  all  deaths  were  due 
to  cancer.  Eight  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  or,  in 
other  words,  22,2$  of  deaths  due  to  cancers  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under  40 
years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type  vaccine  which 
is  easier  to  administer,  especially  to  children.  It  is  important  to  ensure  that 
the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  among  young  children,  is 
maintained.

Measles  Vaccination 

In  1968  vaccination  was  introduced  against  measles  and  596  children  under 
15  years  were  vaccinated. 

An  outbreak  of  measles  was  due  last  winter  but  it  is  interesting  to 
compare  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  the  Borough  with  the  three  previous 
years .

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This  same  trend  is  apparent  in  the  national  figures.  It  was  stated  by  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  that  there  were  perhaps  100,000  less 
cases  in  England  and  Wales  in  the  last  three  months  of  1968  than  were 
expected.  It  seems  likely  that  the  disease  could  be  wholly  prevented  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  seek  immunisation  for  their  children.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  A Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the  number  of 
injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about 
three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a single  vaccine,  produce 
a greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

The  tuberculin  index  does  not  necessarily  indicate  tuberculous  disease 
as  the  resistance  of  the  great  majority  of  pupils  is  sufficient  to  overcome 
the  invading  organism.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supply 

The  piped  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  from  the  mains  of  the 
Southampton  Corporation  Waterworks  Department.  Reports  were  received  on  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  126  samples  of  water  taken  by  that  Department 
during  the  year.  Both  raw  waters  and  waters  going  into  supply  were  sampled. 
Seven  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department  from  the  public 
supply  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough. 

These  reports  showed  that  the  raw  water  was  generally  of  a good  standard 
and  the  water  supplied  to  consumers  was  of  high  bacterial  purity  and  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  quantity  of  supply  has  been  adequate  for  the  requirements  of 
the  area.

The  composition  of  this  water  is  excellent  and  shows  no  pollution  with 
organic  matter.  It  was  however  higher  than  normal  for  a supply  water  in  zinc 
content.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  contact  with  a galvanised  tank  or  service 
pipe  and  will  disappear  once  the  water  is  put  into  regular  use.  There  was  no 
abnormal  odour  or  taste  to  the  supply.

Watercress  growing  is  still  one  of  the  small  industries  of  the  Borough. 

All  cress  is  grown  in  water  obtained  from  bores.  36  samples  were  taken 
from  various  bores  and  the  results  showed  the  water  to  be  generally  of  a 
high  standard  of  purity. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  Public  Health  Inspectors  take  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  the  Council’s  swimming  pool  and  from  the  pools  at  four 
schools  in  the  Borough.  Chlorine  residual  tests  are  made  by  the  Inspectors 
at  the  time  of  sampling.  All  are  open  air  pools. 

(a)  Borough  Swimming  Pool 

Attention  is  given  to  the  purity  of  the  water  which  is  circulating 
at  the  rate  of  13,800  gallons  per  hour,  heated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 
Chlorine  residual  tests  are  made  daily  by  the  pool  attendant.  Forty 
samples  of  the  water  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during 
the  season,  thirty-nine  of  which  were  satisfactory.

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SANITATION 


Approximately  120  houses  are  not  connected  to  a main  sewerage  system, 
most  of  these  being  in  the  Picket  Piece/Ox  Drove  area.  The  clearing  of 
blocked  drains  and  fittings  is  treated  as  a public  health  service  and  425 
of  these  were  cleared  forthwith  free  of  charge  by  the  department’s  outdoor 
staff.  An  emergency  drain  clearing  service  is  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  outside  normal  working  hours. 

(a)  Sewerage 

The  contract  for  the  laying  of  the  trunk  sewer  to  serve  the 
Western  Industrial  Estate  and  Area  7 north  on  Enham  Arch  will  be  let 
shortly  and  the  work  commenced  early  in  1969. 

(b)  Sewage  Works 

The  Sewage  Works  continue  to  produce  a reasonably  satisfactory 
effluent  in  accordance  with  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  River  Authority, 
Frequent  analyses  of  the  various  processes  are  undertaken  and  a careful 
watch  is  kept  on  all  aspects  of  the  Sewage  Works.  The  irrigation  area  which 
has  been  in  use  throughout  the  year,  is  working  satisfactorily  and 
coping  effectively  with  the  volume  of  effluent  it  receives.  Continuous 
maintenance  is  carried  out  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

The  contract  for  the  new  Sewage  Purification  Works  at  Goodworth 
Glatford  has  been  let  and  work  commenced  in  May.  Good  progress  is  being 
made  and  it  is  hoped  part  of  the  Works  will  be  receiving  sewage  in  the 
middle  of  1970. 

Trade  Effluent  control  is  continuing  under  the  Public  Health 
(Drainage  of  Trade  Premises)  Act  1947.  Four  Consents  have  been  issued 
in  1968. 

(c)  Public  Cleansing 

The  public  cleansing  services  have  been  maintained.  Full  weekly 
refuse  collection  being  undertaken  and  more  frequent  collection  at 
trade  premises.  The  service  is  being  gradually  expanded  to  cope  with 
the  growth  of  the  Borough. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  incinerator  and  at  a 
controlled  tip  in  the  Charlton  Valley.  Discussions  are  continuing  with 
the  Rural  District  Council  for  a joint  disposal  scheme  by  pulverising 
refuse  at  the  Rural  District's  tip  at  Chilbolton.  A final  decision  on 
this  matter  will  be  taken  by  the  Borough  Council  at  a later  date. 

(d)  Public  Conveniences 


Alterations  at  the  Guildhall  conveniences  to  provide  additional 
facilities  and  to  modernise  the  gentlemens  convenience  have  been  completed. 

A modem  convenience  block  for  both  sexes  is  now  under  construction 
as  part  of  the  town  centre  scheme.

The  Hampshire  County  Council  has  delegated  its  functions  as 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  in  relation  to  the  licensing  of  dealers 
and  processors  and  the  supervision  of  milk  processing  and 
bottling  dairies,  to  the  Borough  Council.  There  was  no  milk 
processing  plant  operating  in  the  Borough  in  1968. 

(a)  Licences

(i)  Producers 

There  are  two  small  producer/ retailers  in  the 
Borough  bottling  untreated  milk.  Their  premises  and 
methods  of  production  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  All 
untreated  milk  is  produced  from  cows  which  have  passed 
the  Tuberculin  Test. 

(ii)  Samples 

Seven  samples  of  untreated  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination.  Three  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  test  and 
all  were  reported  as  negative  for  Brucella  Abortus  on 
the  Milk  Ring  test.  The  Methylene  Blue  test  failures 
were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food. 

(d)  Sterilised  Milk 

A small  quantity  of  sterilised  milk  is  distributed  in 
the  Borough,  having  been  processed  and  bottled  in  other 
districts.  Ten  samples  were  taken  and  all  satisfied  the 
Turbidity  test. 

(e)  Ultra  Heat  Treated  Milk 

All  five  samples  that  were  taken  passed  the  prescribed 
test, 

(2)  Milk  and  Dairies  (General  Regulations  1959) 

These  regulations  deal  with  the  registration  of  dairy  farms 
and  dairy  farmers,  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms  and  distributors 
of  milk.  They  also  regulate  conditions  under  which  milk  is 
treated,  stored  and  handled,  provisions  with  regard  to  the 
infection  of  milk  and  protection  against  contamination,  provisions 
relating  to  the  cleansing  and  storage  of  vessels,  utensils  and 
appliances  and  the  conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk. 

(i)  Registration  of  Distributors 

Twenty  nine  distributors  are  registered  in  the  Borough, 
(ii)  Milk  Bottle  Cleansing 

Thirty  six  washed  bottles  from  producers  and  retailers 
of  untreated  milk  were  taken.  Thirty  three  were  satisfactory. 
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Three  complaints  of  dirty  milk  bottles  were  investigated. 
All  concerned  bottles  filled  outside  the  Borough  and 
prosecutions  were  taken  in  each  case  resulting  in  fines 
totalling  £65  and  15  guineas  costs. 

B.  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurised)  Regulations  1963 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  Borough  and  no 
samples  were  submitted  for  the  Alpha-Amylase  test. 

C.  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 

Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  continued  during  the  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  types  of  food  premises  and 
inspections  made.  The  additional  information  on  personal  washing 
facilities  and  the  provision  of  sinks  or  other  facilities  for 
washing  food  or  equipment  has  been  specifically  requested  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  for  inclusion  in  this  Annual  Report.  Six  hundred 
and  twenty  visits  were  made  to  food  premises,  excluding  stalls  and 
vehicles.  Co-operation  continued  to  be  given  to  the  inspectors  in 
most  cases.

The  Council  provides  at  the  Guildhall  for  the  use  of  market  traders: 

(i)  Supplies  of  hot  and  cold  water  and  a waste  water  disposal  point. 

(ii)  Wash  hand  basins  with  hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  paper  towels, 
soap  and  nailbrushes. 

(iii)  First  aid  materials. 

These  are  all  under  the  charge  of  an  attendant  on  Saturdays  and  their 
use  is  free  to  market  traders. 

The  Council  provides  a continuous  refuse  collection  service  throughout 
the  operation  of  the  market;  two  men  and  a refuse  vehicle  being  employed 
for  this  purpose. 

Stall-holders  selling  open  food  other  than  fruit  and  vegetables  are 
required  to  provide  stalls  of  the  vehicle  or  caravan  type  raised  off  the 
ground,  with  an  integral  floor.  All  preparation  and  selling  is  carried 
out  from  inside  the  stall  and  food  exposed  for  sale  is  additionally 
protected  by  transparent  top  and  side  screens. 

Stalls  selling  fruit  are  required  to  be  screened  on  three  sides  and 
the  top. 

In  consideration  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Council,  exemptions 
from  the  requirement  of  Regulations  15,  16  and  17  were  granted  to  ten 
food  traders. 

Frequent  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
co-operation  by  the  traders  was  generally  good.  Verbal  warnings  were  given 
on  several  minor  matters,  principally  concerning  the  failure  to  display 
names  and  addresses  on  the  stall  and  the  positioning  of  side  screens  on 
fruit  stalls. 
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Mobile  Food  Shops  and  Delivery  Vehicles 


Regulations  also  deal  with  these  vehicles  and  particulars  concerning 
63  such  vehicles  we re  recorded  in  the  department  during  the  year.  Informal 
action  was  taken  in  several  instances  to  bring  these  vehicles  up  to  the 
standard  required  by  the  Regulations. 

Disposal  of  Unfit  Food 

Unfit  food  which  is  condemned,  or  surrendered  to  the  Department,  is 
disposed  of  by  burning  at  the  Council's  refuse  incinerator.

Twelve  notifications  of  intention  to  install  furnaces  were  received  in 
accordance  with  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  No  applications  for  prior 
approval  of  furnace  installations  were  received. 

Height  of  Chimneys 

Nine  plans  submitted  showed  new  chimneys  to  which  Section  10  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  applied.  All  plans  were  eventually  passed  with  agreed  chimney  heights.

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HOUSING 


1968  saw  the  completion  of  two  specialised  housing  schemes  which 
have  filled  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  applicants  for  accommodation. 

At  FLORAL  WAY,  the  Hexagon  provided  21  one  bedroom  flats  suitable  for 
two  persons  and  30  smaller  one  bedroom  flats  suitable  for  single  persons. 
This  scheme  has  been  most  popular  with  young-  couples  without  families,  and 
for  single  men  and  girls  whose  employment  takes  them  away  from  normal 
family  life.  Nurses,  school  teachers,  police  and  similar  professional 
persons  have  been  housed* 

In  Eastfield  Road,  ACRE  COURT  provides  44  one  bedroom  units  on  the 
ground  and  first  floors,  and  22  three  bedroom  maisonettes  on  the  second 
and  third  floors,  the  smaller  units  being  occupied  by  elderly  couples  or 
single  persons,  and  the  larger  units  by  families.  A resident  Warden  is 
available  to  ensure  regular  contact  with  the  aged  persons,  and  there  is  a 
two  way  communication  system  between  tenants  and  warden.  The  site  is 
ideal  for  the  elderly,  being  close  to  the  town  centre  and  adjoining  the 
Common  Acre. 

In  both  schemes  it  has  been  possible  to  integrate  London  families. 

A third  scheme,  to  complete  the  London  Road  Estate,  provided  three 
flats  and  a shop*

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Slum  Clearance 


Slum  clearance  re-housing  has  been  completed  from  the  following  areas: 

Adelaide  Road:  24,  26,  28,  30,  32,  34,  21,  23

East  Street:  19,  21,  23,  25,  39,  41,  43 

Clearance  for  Road  Works  re-housing  has  been  completed  from: 

Vigo  Road:  11,  13,  15,  17,  19,  21,  23 

A gypsy  resettlement  site  was  opened  at  Eastanton  and  occupied  by 
eight  families,  of  which  four  have  been  satisfactorily  housed. 

A number  of  modifications  have  been  carried  out  to  existing  houses 
and  flats  at  the  request  of  the  County  Welfare  Department  and  in  order  to 
assist  tenants  suffering  from  various  forms  of  disability. 

Housing  Construction 

( 1 ) Borough  Council 

A block  of  52  flats  on  the  Salisbury  Road  Estate,  Area  14,  is 
almost  completed.  44  flats  and  22  maisonettes  on  the  Acre  House 
site  are  also  practically  completed.  The  construction  of  a shop  and 
three  flats  on  the  London  Road  Estate  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

It  is  hoped  to  let  a contract  early  in  1969  for  the 
construction  of  the  roads  and  sewers  and  63  houses  on  the  Charlton 
Estate. 

(2)  Town  Development 


A total  of  1,443  dwellings  have  been  completed  up  to  the  end 
of  1968  under  the  Town  Development  Scheme. 

A contract  for  359  dwellings  together  with  roads  and  sewers 
has  been  let  on  Area  7 north  of  Enham  Arch,  negotiations  have 
been  authorised  with  the  Contractor  for  the  construction  of  the 
remaining  544  dwellings  together  with  roads  and  sewers. 

Preliminary  designs  for  the  layout  and  house  types  for 
approximately  684  dwellings  on  Area  8 to  the  north  of  Enham  Arch 
are  in  hand.

No  application  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  or  for  cancellations  of 
Certificates  were  received  during  the  year. 


CARAVAN  SITES 


Eight  licensed  sites  to  accommodate  157  caravans  were  in  operation  during 
the  year.  115  of  these  were  on  one  site,  30  on  another,  4 on  another  and  the 
remainder  had  3 or  less.  Two  sites  closed  during  the  year  (5  caravans). 

The  Council's  site  for  the  rehabilitation  of  "travellers"  was  equipped 
and  came  into  use  in  April  1968.

MEAT  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


(a)  Slaughterhouse 

The  Public  Abattoir  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 
Slaughtering  was  carried  out  by  a contractor  who  occupies  the  abattoir  under 
a twenty  one  year  lease  which  was  signed  in  January  1967. 

(b)  Meat  Inspection 

Twelve  thousand,  five  hundred  and  forty  nine  animals  were  slaughtered 
and  all  were  inspected  by  the  Meat  Inspector  or  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  carried  out  all  mea.t  inspections  except 
when  relieved  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  holidays,  etc.  Meat 
Inspection  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  detailed  instructions  in 
the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  and  all  ca.rca.sses  passed  as  fit 
were  stamped  with  a stomp  identifying  the  Council  and  the  Inspector. 

( c)  Condemned  Meat 

Voluntary  surrender  of  all  meat  found  to  be  unfit  is  obtained  and  this 
is  retained  in  a separate  condemned  meat  room  until  collected  by  a reputable 
Contractor  who  deals  with  it  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations. 

(d)  Cysticercus  Bovis 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  condition  during 
the  year  and  generalised  cases  were  detected  for  the  first  time.  Objection 
was  taken  by  the  cattle  buyer  concerned  in  many  of  these  ca.ses  to  the 
judgement  of  the  condition,  particularly  the  generalised  cases  which 
resulted  in  total  condemnation,  Although  the  inspector's  diagnosis  and 
judgement  were  completely  correct  and  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food's  Veterinary  Officer  in  all  disputed  ca.ses, 
there  appeared  to  be  a need  of  a specific  definition  of  “generalised" 
cysticercus  bovis  and  for  further  a.dvice  to  be  given  by  the  Ministry  on  the 
judgement  of  this  condition  in  the  interests  of  uniformity.  This  point  was 
raised  with  the  Ministry's  Officers  and  is  believed  to  be  still  under 
consideration. 

(e)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 

The  Temple-Cox  or  Cash  captive  belt  type  humane  killer  is  used  at  the 
abattoir  for  the  larger  animals.  Pigs  end  sheep  are  stunned  with  the 
Electrolethaler.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  animals  are 
slaughtered  without  pain  or  suffering. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  slaughtermen. 
Five  applies. tions  for  licences  were  granted.  No  contraventions  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  or  of  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations  were  noted 
during  the  year  and  no  action  by  the  Council  was  necessary.

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POULTRY  INSPECTION 


There  are  two  poultry  processing  establishments  in  the  Borough. 

The  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors  carry  out  inspections  of  suspected 
birds  put  aside  by  experienced  spotters  at  the  poultry  establishments.

The 
processor  has  his  own  farms  and  rigid  poultry  hygiene  and  ante- 
mortem inspections  and  culling  are  carried  out  by  a Veterinary 
Surgeon.  Post-mortem  inspections  by  experienced  spotter. 

Very  few  rejected  birds.  Regular  checks  by  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

(b)  Hen  Processor 


The  hens  are  principally  "New  York  dressed",  with  very  few 
oven  ready  birds  produced.  The  processor  buys  in  and  specialises 
in  hens  finished  laying  and  culled  stock.  Hence  the  high 
condemnation  rate,  especially  for  ascites  and  emaciation 
and/or  poor  physiological  condition. 

Daily  visits  are  made  to  this  establishment  by  a Public 
Health  Inspector  to  check  the  processing  and  examine  birds 
rejected  by  the  processor. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963 


The  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  appointed  as  Inspectors  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act,  Two  hundred  and  seventy  two  premises  were  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  131  of  which  received  a general  inspection  and 
405  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors.  One  hundred  and  sixty  seven 
contraventions  were  found  and  one  hundred  and  eleven  remedied  during  the  year. 

The  annual  report  for  1968  on  the  Council's  proceedings  under  this  Act  has 
already  been  sent  to  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity.

The  Chief  Public  Health.  Inspector  holds  the  statutory  appointment  as  Shops 
Act  Inspector  under  this  Act.
